Excellent progress Is being made in 


the erection'of the initial, structures of

military attaches shall participate with 
the plenipotentiaries in the conference, 
or whether they shall meet separately 
and draw up their reports and. refer 
them to the plenipotentiaries for con- 
sideration. Should this latter plan be 
followed in the case of .military at- 
taches, the same program would be 
adopted for the 
financiers.

It is believed to be more than prob- 


able, however, that the attaches of the 
two missions will act only in advisory 
capacities ,to their respective chiefs. 


It can be stated that up to the time 


of the meeting today the Instructions 
o£ the four plenipotentiaries signed by 
their respective., sovereigns, had . not 
passed •.out of the hands of M..,Witte 
and Baron Komura and Minister.Tak- 
ahira.

"Though acting In a judicial capac- 


ity for over a Quarter of a century we 
•have yet to. hear the slightest criticism

of the most Important trials ever had 
in this cour.ty his intelligence, dignity 
land absolute impartiality are perpetu- 
.ated in the records of his court- He 
-leaves a name unsullied, a. character 
unassalled and unassailable, a heritap;? 
to his sons whr> have followed him in 
his chosen profession.

PRIVATE LIFE. 


"Judge Greene's private life was as 
praiseworthy as his public career. De- 
voted to his family, a kind husband 
end father and a good citizen, he stood 
among 
us 
a 
man of Intelligence, 


strength and honor. His judicial ca- 
reer Is worthy of. emulation by every 
lawyer In the State- 


"As members of the bar of this coun- 


ty we join with the public In express- 
ing sorrow for the great loss we have 
sustained and 
we 
tender 
Judge 
Green's family our sincerest sympathy 
in their bereavement. 
"Resolved. That these resolutions be 
spread upon the minutes of the Oak- 
land Bar Association, be presented to 
the Superior Court of this county, and j 
that an engrossed copy thereof be sent 
to the family of our deceased brother. 
"Resolved further. That members of 


the Bar Association and members of 
the bar of Alameda county unite in at- 
tending the funeral."

is known among the members- of the 
tar that wh'en Judge Greene once became 
convinced that an attorney was tricky, 
the sharp eyes, of the Judge were upon 
him forever afterward.-

"There -was another characteristic to 


•which,I desire to refer, and that is that 
when" he became convinced at any time 
during the progress of a trial or an ar- 
gument that he was. wrong, he: frankly 
confessed it. 
Time and 
again' I have 


heard him say, 'Show- me that I am 
wrong and I will take the back track at 
once,' and he always did. 


"I can hardly speak without showing 


the emotion that I have In this matter, 
because I have not only known Judge 
Greene as a jurist on the bench, but I 
have known him personally, and known 
him well, not as well as gome others of 
my legal brethren, but well. Above and 
beyond all that characterized, him as a 
lawyer is the humanness of the man; ab- 
solutely human, stern and unbending as 
a. jurist, yet he was always human, a 
character that brought him in touch with 
his fellow men and that endeared him 
to all who knew him." 


ATTORNEY DAVIS. 


The remarks of Attornew W. R. Davis 


were quite extended. • He referred 
to 


various incidents that had occurred in 
his 
acquaintance 
with 
Judge Greene 


showing different views of his charactei 
and sterling worth. 


He stated that it was before Judgi 


Greene that the Kluff vs. the Spring Val- 
ley Water case was tried, which took 
nearly three years to try, and there was 
nearly a year of actual days spent in it 
He referred to the Judge's hard work 
done and his digging to become familiar 
with the points involved in a mass of 
evidence, and he said that he would not 
have been surprised if it was the work 
that he did during the trial of this case 
that started the break-down which re- 
sulted in his death. 


JUDGE ELLSWORTH. 


In reply for the Judges sititng with 


him. Judge Ellsworth, as an old and inti- 
mate friend of Judge Greene, said that 
lie had known him for nearly all his life- 
time and that he was a good father and 
kind husband. He congratulated his chil- 
dren upon having had such a father, and 
said that what attorneys had found out 
in 'their -intercourse with him was but 
the reflection «of the kindly disposition 
that he had for his family at home. 


It was then announced that the Su-

This detention frequently involves his 
consorting with low class coolies In a 
common shed, and while 
unable to 


communicate with- his friends, he is 
subjected to inconvenience and Indig- 
nities to which the meanest American 
would refuse to submit. 


Moreover the Chinese is not allowed 


to retain the services of any one to 
protect his interests and if the immi- 
gration decide adversely in his case 
there is no possibility of an appeal. 


WELL FOUNDED. 


That 
these 
grievances 
are 
well 


founded is demonstrated by the fact'of 
President Roosevelt's stringent order 
that courtesy be shown the Chinese by 
the authorities, under pain of dismis- 
sal. The President's action in the case 
of the King family practically admits 
the existence of real grievances.. There 
are numberless instances .where even 
Americans have been forcd to admit 
the harsh -treatment of Chinese. 


Wu Ting Pang admitted' that Euro- 


pean Immigrants were not allowed rep-: 
reservation or appeal during their ex-' 
amihatiori, but he claimed that the 
Chinese are treated entirely different 
from Europeans In other .respects. He 
said'China'agreed tc the exclusion of 
the coolies, but urged as the main 
points of her contention that the bet- 
ter class of Chinese be treated on an 
equal footing with other aliens; given 
the right to counsel, the right to ap- 
peal, and the aSmisslon of coolies to 


Hawaii, which he regarded 
as the 


most important. Hawaii, he said, re- 
quire laborers badly, 
: and since the 


Chinese have been excluded, the In* 
dustrles of the islands have suffered. < 
Anyhow the Chinese do not compete | 
with American labor. The Philippines 
have long been the field for Chinese 
Industry. The application gt the Ex- 
clusion Act to the Philippines by Gen- 
eral Otis was without America's prior 
approval, and it is generally admitted 
that It was uncalled for. 


IN^FAR EAST. 


Regarding the 
desirability of Chi- 


nese labor in the Far Bast, Wu Ting: 
Fang advanced the prosperity of Sin- 
gapore. He greatly regretted the ooy- 
cott against American goods, as 
it 


may possibly estrange the good will of 
the Americans, which Is highly prized. 
Apparently, 
however, 
the 
Chinese 


classes 
most 
concerned, considering 


the prospects for a solution of 
the 


difficulty, have decided that a boycott 
is the only means of ventilating the 
question. 


Wu Ting Pang pointed out that the 


boycott, though thoroughly" organized 
by the best and most representative 
Chinese, was thoroughly pacific, 
and 


was not directed, against persons and 
property. 


He could only conjecture the results 


if the boycott was disregarded by the 
Americans. He trusted that It would 
soon be rendered superfluous by 
a 


satisfactory adjustment of the com- 
plaint. He said he had been credited 
with directing the movement, but re- 
pudiated this. ,He remarked that it 
was unreasonable to expect China to 
be able to compel Chinese to purchase 
American goods, as to expect America 
to prevent the Chicago strikes. 
He 


regretted that so little progress had 
been made In the negotiations for a 
new convention. 


He pointed out that the acceptance 


of China's wishes practically does not 
affect America, as American labor In 
Hawaii and the Philippines does not 
come into competition with the Chi- 
nese, while facilities required for the 
entrance of superior Chinese immigra- 
tion to the United States were admit- 
tedly just. 


He suggested that the education test 


was the most effective means to pre- 
vent the ingress of coolies.

BODIES OF MANY WOMEN 


Hundreds of Workers Searching 


Ruins of Department Store 


; 
for Known Dead. 


ALBAKSV August 
9.—A ,-.'thorough 


search carried on since early -morning 
has revealed the fact that alt the men 
and all but one -woman employed'In 
the department store of-; the John C. 
Meyers Company, which collapsed yes- 
terday'are accounted for. , 


About thirty cash boys out of sev- 


enty-five have not yet.reported, but it 
is scarcely thought possible that, they 
are In the buried ruins. 


The facts lead to the belief that the 


:riumber of deaths will, prove consider- 
ably less than was feared. The dead 
found thus far number thirteen, and 
there is hope that not more than half 
a. dozen bodies are still in the wreck. 


ALBANY, Ni Y., August 
9.—This 


morning two hundred men were still 
toiling over the wreck of the John G. 
Meyers Company department 
store, 


•where twenty-four hours ago occurred 
the saddest catastrophe in the history 
of old Albany. 


Pleven dead bodies, many of them 


mangled 
beyond 
recognition, 
have 


been taken from'the building, and one 
woman died at the hospital.- 


The known dead, which last night 


numbered twelve, has been more than 
doubled by the addition of the follow- 
ing, all employes: Mary McAver, died 
at hospital; Anna Cashman", Theresa 
Spannbauer, Etta Sprinks, 
Grace B. 


Erner, Helen Malone, John E. Pow- 
ers, cashboy. 


In addition to these it is almost cer- 


tain that fifteen or twenty bodies still 
remain in the twisted mass of beams, 
wires, plaster, brick and lath that was 
once the main portion of one" of the 
city's largest stores. 


BODY OF GIRL. 


A day's work by skilled hands from 


the wrecking crew of the New York 
Central and Delaware & Hudson rail- 
ways has resulted In raising 
barely 


half the debris. 


Shortly after daybreak the searchers 


found the twelfth body.. It was Miss 
Helen Malone, a young girl who shar- 
ed the cashier's gallery on the main

A large percentage of these in the 


central portion of1 the building, which 
collapsed were;iwomen.

WHO'S RESPONSIBLE? 


The first shock of the horror Is pass- 


ed and the people of Albany have be- 
gun to' ask who is responsible. Mayor 
Gaus, Chief of the Fire Department, 
and Commissioner Cantine, of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, believe that 
the accident was caused directly by 
workmen excavating beneath the' base- 
ment of the store, who undermined one 
of the key briek piers In. the center 
of the building, and their belief is gen- 
erally shared. 
Mayor Gaus said to-

"Every guilty person will be prose- 


cuted as soon/ as we have placed the 
responsibility for this' disaster, .which 
is the' worst of its kind that has ever 
befallen the city. 
An investigation 


will be begun as soon as the work of 
rescue is over. 


"The work under way when the 


building collapsed was in charge 
of 


Contractor John Dyer Jr. Of tSJC thir- 
ty-one men employed by him on the 
building every one escaped. 


"In view of the fact that nearly all 


of them were in or under the base- 
ment in the very center of the struc- 
ture, .their escape is almost miracu- 
lous."

are making ladies' underwear, and 
whose goods are. now sold every- 
where. They are desirous of getting 
hold of a good shield. I have no Idea 
of going Into the business myself, but 
to furnish my name and 
patterns. 
This company have a representation 
on this coast who have been desirous 
of making an arrangement with me. 
These goods would be made in the 
Bast and put upon the market at 50 
cents, both plain and ventilated. 
"They do not know where to get the 
rubbers and do not know that they 
have any fight to make them without 
yours or my consent This I have al- 
ways kept to myself,'thinking no good 
would come, by telling any one the

•weather, but the enthusiasm of the 
crowds was undim'lnished. Enormous 
masses of the people thronged both 
shores and there was a fleet of excur1 
sion boate filled to their capacity. 


The royal yacht Victoria and Albert 


•weighed anchor at 10:30 o'clock, and 
followed by a few privileged yachts, 
slowly passed down the lines of the 
fleets as King Edward approached the 
French and .British flagships the firing 
of "a royal salute commenced, and the 
entire combined fleets joined to a sa- 
lute of 101 guns. 
His Majesty, wearing the uniform 


of an admiral, stood at one end of the 
bridge of the royal yacht- 
All the 
ships -were dressed and manned and 
their bands played "God 
Save 
the 


King."

the Victoria and Albert returned to her 
moorings- 'Later''the-King proceeded- 
to-.the battleship Massena, the French 
flagship, where he was the guest of 
Vice Admiral Caillard . at. luncheon.

There 'are many 
other Socialists wto have signed the 
petition and do not take the side of the 
Mayor In this controversy.

ordinance is objectionable on 
three grounds. It makes discrimination 
possible, it is being enforced in a dis- 
criminating way, and it is unpopular. 
"If you go to. Ninth and Washington 
streets every night in the year you 
will find the Salvation Army, there. Go 
to another corner and you will and the 
Holy Jumpers or the Mormons or the 
Volunteers'or .America.- Go up to Tenth 
and Broadway you -will find a Socialist 
balng-earted off to jail for having possibly 
read the Declaration 
of- Independence. 
This ctfftainiy shows that there is dis- 
crimination. - 
"The ordinance Is. unpopular as is 
shown, by the'failure of, the. juries in the 
police court to cbhvict the speakers ax* 
rested. , If it -was a popular measure there 
would have1 been convictions in 'every 
case. On the ground that it is obnoxious 
and is discriminating we ask that it be 
repealed.

This 
name 'Mamiya' recalls a remarkable his- I 
torieal event hitherto not known, outside i 
of Japan. Mamiya Rinio was a Japanese- 
subject, who had associated himself, with! 
researches In Sakhalin. The Tokugawa] 
'government sent, him in 1808 with an-. 
other official, Matsuaa Denjuro, to InM 
vestigate the conditions in this northern, 
quarter.

WILL DEAL WITH THE 


TRACTION COMPANY 


Committee to Make Terms for the 


Granting of the East Fourteenth 


Street Francnise. 


The application of the Oakland Trac- 


tion, Company for a'franchise along East 
Fourteenth street came up before the 
City Council last night, bilt no definite 
action w.as taken. 


It . was- finally agreed .that Acting 


Chairman Meese should appoint a com- 
mittee of three to meet with the of- 
ficials of the Traction Company and see 
If terms could not. mutually be ajjreed. 
on. 


Before this action of the Council was 


taken it was the opinion of the Council 
that- the protests against the granting 
of the franchise should be overruled and 
the franchise awarded to the company, 
providing that certain conditions Im- 
posed by the city were accepted. These 
conditions are that the Traction Com- 
pany pay S5000 for the franchise, allow 
firemen to ride free, keep the streets In 
perpetual repair, sprinkle the streets and 
reduce the width of sidewalks without ex- 
pense to the property-owners. 
Secretary Samuel J. 
Taylor 
of ths 
Traction Company' stated that if thoje 
conditions were going to be Insisted on 
j^that a great deal of time could be saved 
by the Council dropping the entire pro- 


* cecdings at once. 


WHAT 
AITKEN 
SAYS. 


Councilman Aitken brought the matter 
before the Council. He said: 
^'Gentlemen .of the Council, there has 
not .been a franchise' before this Coun- 
cil in years which is of as much import- 
ance as this. 
The entire community in 
East 'Oakland demands that' this body 
grant the railroad people a franchise. I 
think it is -our duty. 
'Thfe 'conditions 
that the Council wishes .to impose are 
severe. 
In this case there aa-e only 
twelve blocks-.to be leased to the rail- 
road company, '-but on this lease is de- 
Sendent the future 
of 
Alameda. 
East 
akland, Frultvale. Allendale. Elmhurst 
and other places. It is not trivial affair, 
and this Council, in my opinion, should 
not Insist on conditions which will merely 
block public improvements. 
"Day.-.and night I have had persons 
coming to me urging that this franchise 
be granted, I have not even had an .op- 
portunity of eating my meals. 
It is a 
necessity that we grant this franchise, 
and I hope that the Councilmen from the 
other wards will not stand in the way 
this evening of giving this franchise to 
the Traction Company. I move that the 
franchise be granted." 


Hahn—I second that motion. 
Thurston—This matter was taken up 
in executive session of the Council. We 
agreed to give the franchise, but only on 
certain conditions. 
I believe that we 
should stand by those conditions. I sug- 
gest that we allow the application for a 
franchise to lie in committee until the 
Oakland Traction Company Is willing to 
"bargain with the city. 
Secretary Taylor—In regard to those 
conditions, if they are Insisted on, I can 
save this Council time by stating now 
that the Traction Company will never 
accept them. We are satisfied with one of 
the conditions only. 
Thurston—Which oneT 
Taylor—We are willing to lay curbs 
and reduce the ^vidth of sidewalks with- I 
out expense to the property-owners.

Pendleton—The 
conditions 
that 
we J 
wish you to agree to are that you pay 
J5000 for a franchise, straighten the curbs.- 


lay cement sidewalks, allow the firemen 
to ride free, to keep the street in repair 
and to keep it sprinkled. 
Aitken—I think that many of those 
conditions are wrong. I do not believe 
that wq have the Tight to ask that much 
of the company.

J". W. Evans—Gentlemen, I would like 
a -word. I was not here when the protest 
first came up. I wish, however, to,state 
our position. The-'majority of the prop- 
erty-owners on the street have signed 
the protest. 
This 
company does not

ments. It can lay Rood rails where the 
tracks now are. I do not wish to pose 
as an obstructionist," but I do not want 
the street on which I live traversed by 
cars when there are better and wider 
streets where the people have petitioned 
for a track. We 'would rather have tli*) 
pest house located on Clinton place than 
to have the tracks on the street. 
Elliot—You had better be careful; wo 
have no location for the pest house.

PULLMAN OUTRIGHT 


' SAfJ FRANCISCO, 'August 9.—Begin- 
ning September .1, and effective -imme- 
diately so far as it applies to trains leav- 
ing September 1 or later, a new rule has

established dispensing with the 


practice of making sleeping-car reserva- 
tions. A joint circular of the Southern 
Pacific, Santa Fe and the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake roads has 
been issued to all ticket agents In the 
State, setting forth the details of the 
proposed innovation.

senger will be required to 'buy his' Pull- 
man berth outright, and-, the existing 
system of reserving sleeping-car accom- 
modations for prospective passengers will 
be entirely discontinued.

Her stilt 'follows the fil- 
ing of papers on Monday in the same 
court by Seaman, desiring. to be ap- 
pointed guardian for the .personal prop • 
erty of hia-iwife, he alleging in his peti- 
tion to ^the Court that his. wife is not 
mentally r competent to have Charge 'of 
her own property. Seaman was formerly 
a railroad ^ticket agent in Oakland and 
lived on- Harrison street in that city. 
He was well known on Broadway, :when 
he mysteriously disappeared. 
Back ot 


this present'family trouble lies-a- maze of 
circumstances in which figures Mrs. Sea- 
man's former 'divorced, husband. George 
Abel of Maxwell. Colusa county; 'her 
three children by. this husband, Mrs; 
Irene L. Cuzner, George Frederick Abel 
and George Ernest Abel;-'three years of 
Intrigue on the children's part, according 
to Seaman's:statement; the carrying off 
of his mother by George Frederick Ab£l 
last summer; the obtaining of deeds in 
his own, name .for all her individual prop- 
erty, amounting to nearly. $30,000, and «i 
number< of other items. 
p. F. .Meldon and Henry C. McPike are 
the attorneys representing Seaman in his 
application for- guardianship papers, and 
when seen last night at the' office of the 
attorneys,' 
Meldon, in • .Mr. S^unan's 
presence and with his approval, stated 
the origin of the alienation. between Mr. 
and Mrs. Seaman. . 
' 
Mrs, Seaman secured "a divorce from- 
her former husband on statutory grounds 
and without his opposition in the Ala- 
meda courts about. 1892. Seaman's mar- 
riage with the divorced Mrs. Abel oc- 
curred in 1903, and for!*a time'they lived. 
happily together at San Diego. At thia 
home her three children by. her former 
husband 
visited, and seemingly were 
reconciled to her union "with- Seaman. 
They have, however, according to the 
statement of Seaman, almost from the 
date' of - the marriage, attempted to come 
between him and his-^wife, .importuning 
her,-it is stated, to such an extent that 
she has' become almost insane, torn be-- 
tween the desire to shield her children 
and her affection for Him. , 
With a portion .of her personal propjer- 
ty she began the erection of a home In 
Sausalito, but before this 
home was 
completed Seaman was made aware of 
the influence which" her children were 
.exercising over her. Her son, George 
Frederick Abel, is said 
to have suc- 
!ceeded in persuading her to deed.over to 
him not only the home in Sausaiito, but 
also all of her other property, which now 
stands in his name. In this action he is 
alleged to have been aided and supported 
by her other children", Mrs. Cuzner and 
•George' Ernest Abel, and also by her 
.former husband, George Abel. To com- 
plete the" alienation of Mrs. .Seaman, Sea- 
man states that last summer, after he 
had' taken her, by- the 
advice 
of her 
physician, to the lake country In Wis- 
consin, her son came and carried .her.off 
so ',precipitately that -she lefty-^without 
taking any clothing with her ^except, that 
which she; wore, and disappearing so 
completely that Seaman did not know of 
her. whereabouts for -weeks, when-, he 
-finally found' her at the Russ House, in

Seaman states that a second time her 
,sori carried her off antL.for.a while kept 
her at a retired farmhouse sixteen miles 
removed from the -railroad, up in Lake 
county, but from this place she volun- 
tarily returned to him. He states that 
nearing .the completion of the home In 
Sausalito Frederick Abel, whose former 
-home, was in Colusa; came to Sausalito, 
prevailed- on his mother .to - deed 
the 
house to him, and refused ,to-admit Sea- 
man to have any right there. Seaman, 
in his 'complaint to the Court, states 
that the three children now bold -pos- 
session, that they have entirely alien- 
ated her affections from himself, and 
that they have so -preyed upon her mind 
that she Is no longer, responsible for her 
own business acts. 
Through his attor- 
neys he will not only prosecute his peti- 
tion for guardianship, but also bring1 suit 
against the 'Children in a large amount 
for the alienation of his ^wife's affection.-

The Criminally Unsophisticated 


A new name has been coined for'the suckers who invest in gold 


bricks or bet at the string game or three-card monte. John S, Stros- 
mder, a New York Confidence man and sure-thin'g gambler, terms 
them the "criminally unsophistocated." It is an appropriate title. As 
Strosnider points out, the men who lose their money at these devices 
do so in attempting to take a dishonest advantage of someone else. 
They are the victims of professional sharpers because their dishonest 
cupedity is not accompanied by knowledge of the ways and wiles of 
the wicked world. It is not because they are green that they get rob- 
bed but because they are greedy and dishonest. No honest man, how- 
ever green or unsophistocated, buys a gold brick or bets at a sure-thing 
game. So, Strosnider claims that he does no harm to honest men, 
but merely swindles would-be swindlers. 


His fine casuistry does not agree with the principles of the law 


or the ethics of the social organization. 
It is the logic of a thief 


Simmered down, it is nothing more than a contention that it is per- 
fectly proper to swindle a person who is willing to swindle others, anc 
that there is nothing wrong in setting and baiting a trap in which 
persons both ignorant and dishonest may fall. Nevertheless, Stros- 
nider's industry is a criminal one. The dishonesty of his victims is 
negative and dormant. 
His dishonesty is active and predatory. 
Ii 


they belong to the criminally unsophistocated he belongs to the crim- 
inally sophistocated class 
He is a thief by selection and occupation 


they axe dishonest by instinct and thieves by accident. He is a shark 
they are suckers. 


However, there is a moral worthy of study in the philosophic dis- 


quisitions of this clever thief. It is not so much that honesty is the 
best policy as that who sups with the devil must have a long spoon. 
It is true that some kinds of swindling would become unprofitable il 
there were not so much latent dishonesty among respectable people 
engaged in honorable and useful avocations, but men of the Strospider 
type would nevertheless devise other methods of robbing the unsophis- 
tocated. 
Men of his class devote all their energies and ingenuity to 


plundering their fellow men, and they are as ready to rob the honest 
innocent as the "criminally unsophistocated." 
They are social brig- 


ands, whose profession and misdeeds are not palliated by what otheis 
may do or think. 


The "yellow peril" seems a trifle more imminent down about New 


Orleans than on the shores of the Pacific. 


A former resident of Oakland returned a few days ago and, al- 


though he was absent only a few months, saw many new faces on the 
streets. The local press intimates that the strangers are real estate 
brokers who are flocking in at the rate of five a day. The incident 
standing alone is insignificant but it must not be forgotten that real 
estate brokers don't flock to dead towns.—Sacramento News. The 
News might also have said that the presence of many real estate agents 
indicates an active market. These lively gentlemen are evidences of 
business and growth 
But there are many other evidences of an active 


realty movement in Oakland and vicinity. The realty transfers re- 
corded show how rapidly property is changing hands and the building 
records prove that the city is growing fast.

When he landed at Baltimore on his return from Europe, the 


editor of the Alameda Argus fell into the hands of the customs officials 
From the nature of his remarks concerning their methods, we judge 
they "didn't do a thing to him."

Swift Justice in Georgia. 


A notable murder trial has just been concluded at Rome, Georgia. 


The 'defendant was a highly connected prominent man who had shot 
down another highly connected prominent citizen. The defense set 
up was that the dead man had seduced and debauched the beautiful 
wife of the sla\er. These facts are recited to give point to the feat- 
ures o( the case worthy of study. A jurj was empaneled in forty-five 
minutes, and not a woman who was not a \vitness appeared in court. 
The killing took place on the igth of July and the case was called for 
trial in the District Court on August I. The prosecution closed its 
case on the afternoon of the following dav. A continuance till next 
morning was denied by the judge and the defense was required to 
open their case without delay. Between the date of the killing and 
the commencement of the trial a°coroner's inquest was held and a 
grand jury heard evidence a.nd presented an indictment. Less than 
thirty days elapsed from the da> the deed was committed till the trial 
ended. 
„ 


How does this compare with the slow course of justice in Cali- 


fornia? The average attorney in this State would consider the speed 
indecent and a crime against the bread and butter side of practicing 
law. 
Out here it would be considered hasty to hold the preliminary 


examination within thirty days of the commission of the crime. 


However, this is not an exceptional case in Georgia. 
Not long 


ago, near Valdosta in that State a boy and girl were shot to death at 
night in the yard surrounding their home. An old man named Raw- 
lings, his three sons and a negro were indicted for the murder of the 
children. In less than fifty days after the commission of the crime 
all five had been tried and convicted, and three of them sentenced to 
death. Each defendant was tried separately. As quick as a verdict 
was reached in one case the trial of another began.

may have other shortcomings, but it assuredly does not travel' with 
leaden heels. Some of the expedition of Georgia courts might well 
be emulated in California,.

eral election. With them rests the decision whether Schmitz and 
Ruef or the League Republicans and McNab Democrats shall rule the!

body blow. Unless he receives an unexpectedly large proportion of 
the silent vote he will be beaten in November.

Whether this is the case or not will depend mainly upon the action

Getting Married Thoughtlessly. 


The case of an Alameda county couple who lived together for( 


over a year deeming themselves husband and wife on the strength of 
taking out a marriage license has been the subject of some comment 
throughout the State. These people supposed that taking a license 
and paying for it constituted a marriage without further ceremony or 
formality. It is strange people will take so little pains to inform them- 
selves regarding the steps necessary to be taken in contracting a 
valid marriage. Marriage is the most sacred and binding contract 
known to the law and the customs of Christian peoples; it is for life; 
it involves the good name of the woman and the legal status of the 
offspring; it vitally affects property rights, and is altogether pregnant 
with' the gravest consequences and responsibilities. Yet people con- 
tinue to get married in any old way under the spur of the moment, 
taking no heed of whether they are proceeding according to' law or 
not. 
Often the contracting parties taike little pains to ascertain the 


antecedents of each other. Frequently they get married to make a 
freakish ending to a lark. Occasionally an ignorant or indifferent 
couple applies to a clergyman who has been at no pains to inform 
himself regarding the law with a license taken out in another county. 
The foolish preacher performs an illegal ceremony of .doubtful valid- 
it}', kisses the bride, pockets the fee, and leaves t.he couple to find out 
later on that they have been married irregularly. Why will people be 
so careless and indifferent in such matters? The law has tried to safe- 
guard the marriage tie, but no law is vigorous enough to make peo- 
ple inform themselves regarding its provisions. In consequence the 
courts are continually being called on to unravel tSngled matrimonial 
skeins and adjust the property rights involved.

The germ of criticism attacks human 


; beings any time after they have, out- 


grown "creepers" and grows up with 
its victims. The germ is particularly 
virulent in summer time and flourishes 
on hotel verandas, in city:parks and at 
church sociables; but when it infests 
the 
house it 
can be likened to a 


plague. 


No one knows exactly 
how they 


c'atch the malady, nor do they find out 
•they have it for some time after the 
infection. 
, A feeling of self-righteous loneliness 
is .often the first symptom that the 
critical bacillus has fastened on to a 
grown person. 
,In children an uncanny sharpness in 


detecting the faults or misfortunes of 
their associates presage 
the 
critical 


disease. 


However, the little girl who turns up 


her nose at the failed,-ribbons of one 
of her poorer playmates is only imi- 
tating the mental attitude of her mam- 
ma or her elder sister who take their 
acquaintances one by one and dissect 
them" mentally, physically and sator- 
ially, dwelling with 
keen 
relish on 


each weak point. 
< 


The little girl is called-bright or 


"cute" by her elders when she criti- 
cises other children's ways. She is a' 
clever little girl and a lazy one be- 


• sides, and finds it is easy to be witty 
at other people's expens^ particularly 
'behind their back. When^jbe gels'to 
be a big girl she is bravgrima criti- 
cises things and people to their faces. 


'She has trained eyes and brain only 


to see what may be found fault with, 
and the habit is strong upon her. 


Btt -*he never turns the searchlight 


of criticism on herself—oh, no! 
She 


knows so well that others are wrong 
that ahe is sure she is always right. 
Then the inevitable sets in. 


Her own friends fear and avoid-her. 


Those -vyho enjoy her witticisn^p 
at 


others' expense know that their :turn 
will come as soon as they are out of 
the way. 


The home circle .dreads the sharp 


tongue of its critical 
member 
and 


slowly but inevitably shuts her 6ut of 
its confidence. 


If she is unmarried 
she is called 


"soured;" if married,.a "nagger." 


There is only one thing for the girl 


with the fault-finding habit to do, un- 
less she -wishes to develop into.one of 
these unhappy people. 


Let her broaden her point 'of view 


sufficiently to put herself 
in 
other 


people's places; then she will not be so 
apt to resent their actions, which is 
the natural outcome of this mode of 
thought. 


Thfe intensely critical spirit'is often 


the narrow-minded, ignorant one. 


The 'broader one's understanding the 


keener and larger one's 
sympathies 


are. Sympathy wipes out fault-finding 
and criticism. 


The critical, girl thinks she is .only 


defending -her ideals,- which she thinks 
no one seems to come up to, .by find- 
ing fault with the shortcomings of 
others. 


The question is, How near does she 


come up. to the ideals she has set up 
for herself? 


It's time to reform your .family, and 


friends when you are quito through 
forming'and' reforming -yourself.

Magistrate Pool yesterday declared that wife desertion it one of the most Mf 
ious menaces to domestic life that now confronts New York. 


After hearing the charges, the Magistrate'issued twenty warrants and turned the remaining cases over to court officers for immediate Investi- 


gation.

' Later, in discussing the problem with a reporter, the Magistrate said: 


"The 
large number of cases that are coming before Magistrates in the Police Courts show the crave nature of the problem that the law-mak- 


.ers must face.

"When a man tires of a wife, or is attracted by a pretty face, all that he has to do is to' refuse to support his wife, and then when ske has h!» 


summoned before me, he can give a bond for the payment of a weekly sum, and go free, of interference from the woman or .from the law. X MB 
glad to say that in the largest number of cases that appear before me the husband Is of foreign birth.

"A serious side to the problem is that women appeal-to the Police Courfefor aid only when they have exhausted every other means of bringing tfct

"When a woman appeals to me for aid, I can only summon the husband and force him to give bond for the payment of a stated sum each wiifc 


If he refuses I can send him to the workhouse. Many prefer to go to the workhouse to paying, their wives anything at all." 


A probation officer in Magistrate Pool's court said he had given the question of wife abandonment careful study and ij^at such cases are 
com< 


stantly increasing in number in. this city. -He asserted that .family Interference and troublesome relatives were the two causes largely responsible. 
EXPERIENCE OF A WOMAN SENATOR 


AND PROMINENT POLITICAL WORKER 


The experience of Mrs. Mary C. C. 


Bradford, State Senator, president of 
the educational bureau and'active po- 
litical worker, ~ affords. a remarkable 
Illustration of the actual working of 
woman's suffrage. This very success- 
ful politician talks with 
the utmost 


freedom of her activities; Mrs. Brad- 
ford Is of medium height; with quick," 
alert eyes,'a characteristic face; de- 
noting determination and intelligence, 
and possessed of a1 wonderful flow of 
language. 
She shows'the results of 


her parliamentary training in legisla- 
tive work, and has the roost minute 
details of political procedure 
to 
the 


finest point. 


.That the New Tork women en masse 


do not want the ballot is something 
which evidently puzzles the 
woman 


voter from Colorado. She cannot un- 
derstand the anomaly of up-to-date 
women passively 
submitting to be 


classed with ''idiots, drunkards 
arid 


imbeciles." And really, I hardly think 
the New" York women understand 
it 


themselves. ' 


Mrs. Mary C. C. Bradford, now 
of 


Colorado, but a New York woman by 
birth, as she sat fa her hotel apart- 
ment here, was very willing to chat 
about how it feels to vote and to ex- 
patiate on what 
the 
ballot really 


means to the business woman. 


Asked what 
she 
considered the 


greatest benefit accruing to women 
fr^rn the ballot, Mrs. Bradford said: 


"In my opinion the chief benefit is 


the character . building which is 
the 


result of the responsibility put 
upon 


women by the gift of the ballot. The 
franchise makes women broader, more 
tolerant. They lose the sense of per- 
sonality and gain the Impersonal, and 
universal viewpoint. 


'The difference between the 
; New 


York and Western woman Is very ma- 
terial. 
In States where women have 


the franchise ages have advanced fou? 
per cent and there has been a de- 
crease of three per cent In the number 
of unfortunate women. 


"We Western women are freer than 


you New York women and broader in 
many ways. You view yourselves .from 
a sex standpoint; we are beginning to 
view ourselves from a human stand- 
point. For instance, you will hesitate 
to take many initiative steps because 
you are women; we, by. reason of the 
franchise, lose sight of our woman- 
hood and class ourselves 
with 
the 


great mass of humanity working for 
the good of all. 


"The great cry of you Eastern -wo- 


men-who oppose the granting of the 


(ballot to women Is the environment of 
jthe polling places. That is such non- 
sense. The argument is worn thread- 
bare.. The Turk used H In answer to 
the. proposition to allow the Turkish 
women to leave the harems. It was 
put forth when woman tried to enter 
business offices, but She persisted al\ 
the same: And what Is the result? 
The business office today Is better or- 
dered, more refined than in the past. 


"When women are allowed .to vote 


the environment of the polling places 
changes. 
There are respectable and 


disreputable neighborhoods, and it de- 
pends upon where you live. As a rule, 
a respectable woman will live In a re- 
spectable location and the environ- 
ments of the booths will correspond 
with the class of voters. There is al- 
ways one woman Judge and^one wo- 
man clerk of elections; no woman need 
feel the least timidity in entering the 
box. 


"To show yon how simple this'vot- 


ing is, let me give you an illustration 
of one of niy own experiences. At the 
special time of 
-which I speak 


youngest daughter was quite a child, 
so young, in fact, that I generally took 
her to school. This morning in ques- 
tion being election clay and she being 
rather late, talked It over with her 
as to whether she could not: go to 
school by herself. 


" 'Come with me, mother,' she plead- 


ed; 'you can vote'-on "our way 
to 


school.' 
' • • • ' • • 


'I consented, and we set out The 


booths were but a short distance from 
the house, and we were soon there. 
The judge and clerk both knew" me. 
Of course I had registered, and It was 
easily discovered that I had every right 
tb vote. 
The ballot was given me 


and I entered the booth to mark It 
according to the way In which I want- 
ed to cast It. It was dropped in the 
box, 
and just ten minutes from the 


time I left my. own house11 was again 
on my way to the school house and 
had voted for William J. Brya.1. Noth- 
ing ' could be easier or quicker than 
that, could it? 


"We were given the franchise twelve 


years ago In Colorado. November 7, 
1893. 
In that time there have bsen 


thirteen women In the Legislature. I 
have just finished my term as clerk of 
the State Senate, the first, woman to 
havev held that office in any 
State. 


During my term of office there were 
fifty-nine 
members—fifty-eight 
men 


and myself. 


"The 
Colorado department of educa- 


tion is entirely in the hands of wo-1 


men. Out of the fifty-nine counties 
thirty-three have women superintend- 
ents. 
There are nearly 40,000 more 


men than women In Colorado, and the 
•woman's vote has never fallen below 
43 per cent and has been as high as 
52 per cent. 


"I wish you would let me say some- 


thing in reply to the many statements 
which go forth from time to time that 
If Colorado had to do It over again she 
would not give suffrage to women. I 
think the following figures will settle 
that question without a doubt: 


"Suffrage for women was voted on 


In 1893 and carried, by a-majority in 
round numbers of 6,000: In 1902, after 
nine (years of experiment, It was voted 
on again by, means of a constitutional 
amendment and carried by a majority 
of 36,000. 
.' 
'": 


"That Is a rather strong showing, is 


It not? 


"Upon one 
of my previous visits 


here I was invited to drive with a 
Judge of'the Court of Appeals and his 
wife. This man is one whose decision, 


my because, of his ability and intellect,.is 


always looked upon as final. His wife 
is an Intelligent, highly educated wo- 
man, of some marked literary-ability. 


"He was very much Interested 
in 


some of the happenings in connection 
with the suffrage of which I was able 
to tell him, and questioned me closely 
on many,.points. -Several.times during 
the conversation, his wife chimed In, 
asking questions. The Judge was cour- 
teous, bat was evidently annoyed by 
her persistency. Finally he exclaimed: 


" 'Please let Mrs. Bradford say what 


she has to say, for she knows what 
she is talking about better than atiy 
woman I have ever met before.'" 


"What Is your object In this Bud- 


ness Women's National Association?" 
I asked. 


"It is to develop the-class conscious- 


ness of self-supporting women. It is 
to band: them together that they m»y 
better'recognize; their strength and 
thus help themselves and other wo- 
men. 


"Club work in .Colorado is much 


broader than It Is here, because It ex- 
sts In a place where the women com- 
posing the federation are-not petition- 
ers, 
but exeralse the power of their 


constituents. For example, in addition 
.0 the Legislature granting hearings 
to the club women, the .club women 
grant hearings to the Legislature, the 
legislative committee of the Colorado 
Federation of Women's Clubs being 
obliged to hold weekly, meetings during 
the sessions of the Legislature in order 


to grant hearings te' members of th« 
House and SenaU'who desire indorc•'- 
ment of their bills. 


"I shall remain here some thrs« 


weeks' longer, to perfect the organisa- 
tions of the New York City and bor-r 
ough leairues of the Business Women's 
National League. Each borough pres- 
ident will be a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the city league, and 
the city league board will be member* 
of the State and national leagues. 


"Each State will have some specific 


work. 
Louisiana Is to run a bank, 


Colorado the Ranch Home, where busi- 
ness women may go for a needed rest, 
and New York Is to build a club house 
for women. 


"In conclusion let me say one thing. 


Before we came to New York w« sent 
an fnvitetlon to Mayor McClellan to 
assist In the opening of the conven- 
tion. He not only did not com*, but 
he did not have the politeness even to 
send his regrets. In Colorado we are 
not accustomed to such treatment. We 
Invite the Governor, and he 
coittft. 


We invite the Mayor, and be comes. 
We have a vote/you have none; there* 
fore, why bother with you? You are 
of no use politically. We have many 
advantages over you, as you can see." 


In speaking of women and the fran- 


chise, one woman said, and I will quote 
her words as the summary of this dis- 
sertation on the benefits of the ballot 
t o women:

the Library Board. Librarian Greene 
presented his annual report of the pro- 
gress made during the last fiscal year

all the people it serves that for the 
term beginning April 1, 1905, the four

your re-election. The library is not, 
"and of right ought not to be concerned 
in party politics. Where its govern- 
ing body has proved 'harmonious and 
efficient, and-.the institution under its 
cnc-rge is: growing healthfully, there is

should be made. -This seems a rather 
obvious statement, and yet a board

printing ..bills, and..that it demands an 
increased sum -for new books to keep 
up wlCi the .needs of our readers. The 
latter . have increased -,-. from 99SS to 
13.100 during the-year."

collection of books-now num- 
bers"40;569."as a-galrist; "38,121 at the 
previous .count,-butr'while we may be 
glad that there is'an' increase, it hard- 
ly keeps pace.with:6ur.population, and 
I was pained to notice that the num- 
ber of.books in Oakland's libraries in 
proportion to population is only about 
the general average of 
the 
United 


* States. Surely the Athens of the Pa- 


cific ought not to.be content with be- 
ing no better than average in its num- 
ber of.'books. 
The sum of $500.0 for 
new books regularly asked for by the 
Trustees—and as regularly cut down 
at least.20 per cent by the Council— is 
not a whit too great for the needs of 
the .city.

FICTION POPULAR. 


Comment has been 
made ' in the 
press from time to Urns on ..the pro- 
portions of the 
different classes o£ 


Dooks used. It . Is easy to note that 
fiction is the most popular, 5S.65 per 
cent, and on the other hand books on 
religion are least used. .65 of one per 
cent. It by no means follows taat the 
people of Oakland are given in any un- 
usual degree to light reading or that 
they care but little for spiritual mat- 
ters. It may be only this, lhat they 
come to the library for stories that 
they care to look over but once,, and 
buy for permanent possession 
books 


that are of solider value. The propor- 
tion o£ fiction, moreover, is lessening 
each year. As to -books on rellgrion. I 
should not recommend any person to 
trust to a public library for his needs. 
With limited book funds no library 
can buy books on religion that will 
cover the wishes of the varying creeds. 
The expenditure of public funds for 
religious books is gravely objected to 
by some people, and the demand for 
them by readers, if that be the crite- 
rion, does not warant it to any large 
extent. Nevertheless a good many re- 
ligious books are added year by year. 
They are in many cases the gifts of 


their writers. A man with a new idea 
in religion is apt to write a book about 
It and print an edition as large as the 
measure of his purse and his faith. But 
such books do not sell readily, and the 
author, thus left with many copies on 
his hands, is apt to think that he Is do- 
ing the world a service by giving them 
away where they will do the most good 
— to the public libraries. So it happens 
that an undue proportion of the religious 
books in a public library are those that 
contain the radical or erratic views of 
an Individual, rather than the settled 
doctrine of any historic religious body. 
should 
be 'glad if all 
the 
principal 


churches of the city, those representing 
the saner systems that have stood the 
test of time, would present to the li- 
brary volumes that contain the con- 
structive and "authorized statements of 
their doctrines, so that our shelves on 
religion might better represent the well- 
considered beliefs of the people. 
Then, 


possibly, there might be a larger per- 
centage of them read. 


"The children's room has justified its 


right, to be most abundantly. 
My last 


report gave the results for the first six 
months, when a good deal of the at- 
tendance might have been due to .mere 
curiosity. 
The attendance for the full 


year shows an average of 206 for each 
day open, as against 19a for the first six 
months, or 62,945 for .the year. 


IN THE SCHOOLS. 


"Work with the schools has been ac- 


tively kept up. I have visited many of 
the grammar schools to talk on the sub- 
ject of books. 
The teachers have used 


the ten -card privilege freely, and the 
,use of :books for -their pupils shows 'a 
gain, of 5,100 books, more than double 
during . the year. 


"A still closer relation to .the schools 


is promised In the near future, for In each 
-of the new school buildings now. con- 
structing there 
to library use. 


"The count of books June 1 


showed 
SS.lil 
volumes: 
There 


461 are missing. The count of June 14, 
1905, 
showed 40,569 bound volumes in 
the library. 


"The grounds about the building have 


been improved by the planting of many 
shrubs and vines. They have been un- 
der the care of the city gardener, and 
the policy of treating-thn library grounds 
as a city park works well... 


"The reading rooms present but few 


changes. 
After the vigorous overhaul- 


ing 'of a year ago they.need less now. 
though all of them must have their usual 
cleaning. 
It was not possible to put 


proper covers on the magazines with the 
cut appropriations. 
The need still re- 


mains. 
The same must be said of the 


deposit collections .of books in the read- 
ing, rooms:

NEW TORK, August 9.—An oyster

It is now alleged by the small fish- 
ermen that the big planters, for a 
nominal sum of about 25 cents an acre, 
acquired all the available lands un- 
der water near this city and began to 
encroach- opon the natural beds.
